same unsavoury revelation arding the 
heroine in the last scene. Altho h some

r. ra ullett’s co ag, i 
Godly Beside Himself,'” another bos in 
the same series, is dramatised from the 
author's novel of the same name. It is a 
brightly imaginative piece of work, show- 
ing us the adventures of a bourgeois soul 
in fairyland. It would be hard to stage, 
and the narrative grows obscure sometimes 
on account of the technical difficilties of 
the dramatic form ; but the scene in which 
the fairy “double,” Godelik, visits Mr 
Godly’s office and deals with his business 
correspondence, is a 
that refreshes and delights. The five 
plays grou in the volume “The Mulli- 
gatawny Medallion,” are unequal, but 
‘The Wonderful Son,” with its almost 
tragic treatment of suburban pettiness, is 
memorable. Barrington Gates has the 
gift, rare among contemporary play- 
wrights, of style in diction, giving in- 
tensity to the dialogue and richness to 
the emotion; but these plays are oniy 
studies for better work. ! 

‘The Firebrand ” was produced last 
week at Wyndham’s Theatre, London. Its 
leading character is Benvenuto Cellini. It 
is cynical and salacious. In ‘ Trifles”’ 
we have seven little plays in an American 
setting. ‘“‘ Woman’s Honor’’ (sic) is, per- 
haps, the best—a piece of broad satire on 
‘* Suppressed Desires "’ 
fs a satisfying burlesque of the psycho- 
analytic jargon of our times.

In “ The Machine-Wreckers,”” a German 
drama of the Knglish Luddites, translated 
in fine rhythmical English by Mr. Ashley 
Dukes, we have a really serious piece af 
dramatic writing. The author seems. to 
have been influenced by ‘ The Dynasts ” ; 
for he draws the House of Lords and Eng- 
land during the Luddite disturbances as if 
for some large Greek stage, with vast 
sweeps of language and immensity of 
image. This powerful work was first 
published in translation three years ago, 
and it ranks already as a classic of modern 
drama. It has the swiftness of motion, 
the vividness of spectacle, attained in 
German and Russian drama since the war, 
but not yet visible in English plays. 

Mr. Terence Gray, with his ‘‘ Cuchn- 
lainn,’’ sets out to bring the English- 
speaking stage up to date, but we cannot 
feel that he has succeeded. He takes three 
passages in the Red Branch saga and turns 
them into ‘‘expressionist’’ play His 
Gaelic scholarship is admirable—his work 
is a reproof in this respect to the vague 
guess-work which passes muster in some 
of our elder playwrights, who treat Trish 
names and words in a barbarous fashion 
that they would not dare to apply to 
Russian, Arabic or Chinese equivalents. 
On the other hand, Mr. Gray takes violent 
liberties with his themes. and exposes the 
heroes and fair women of the Red Branch 
as figments of the same modern imagina- 
tion that Rives us “ The Firebrand.”

In “ The Savoy Operas ” we have ne 
text of Gilbert’s lively little masterpieces. 
Very pleasant it is to turn from the laxity 
ot most of the plays which we have con- 
sidered to these graceful trifles—sweet, 
airy, shapely and satisfying. If we cannot 
have solemn themes treated gravely—if our 
playwrights even contemplate sin only to 
mock virtue—let us turn altogether from 
serious drama and go listen to the pleasant 
and cheering melodies of ‘‘ The Yeomen of

A beautiful edition of Shakespeare has 
been edited by Mr. Charles Whibley, whose 
introductions to the histories, sos Am and 
tragedies respectively enrich the volumes. 
Of the histories, Mr. Whibley writes— 
“We may read his histories to-day not 
only for the poetry which expresses them, 
not only for the generous understanding 
which they display of men's strength and 
men’s weakneses, but also for their poli- 
tical thought, which, were it followed, 
might well save ‘our sea wall’d garden’ 
from the miseries: which threaten it.” The 
greatest of Shakespeare’s tragedies were 
penned in his later years. Unlike the 
tragedies of Greece they were not inevit- 
able. The value of these volumes is en- 
hanced by a series of engravings. The 
text, which is clearly printed, has been 
taken front the Globe Shakespeare, and the 
volumes are well bound.

An imagination coupled with a strong 
sense Of humorr gives us, in “ An Amateur 
in Africa,” a narrative which is as delight- 
ful to read as it is instructive. The 
author, an experienced hunter of big game, 
begins his journey from Capetown to Cairo 
in an old motor car which, however, is only 
of use for a few hundred miles. There- 
after progression is on foot. Adventures 
with wild beasts are related, all of which, 
thanks to a good rifle in courageous hands, 
end tavoarabls for Mr. Reid. The great 
lakes of Tanganika territory are described 
at some length, and, all unknowing, the 
reader learns about the little known loca- 
tions of Africa and the wild life of the 
rivers, forests and vast spaces of that 
immense continent. The. awe and wonder 
created in the description of the Zambesi 
River and the Victoria Falls show the 
author at his, best, and are heightened by 
some striking photographs. 

Travelling in Africa, accompanied only 
by natives who act as bearers and porters, 
Mr. Reid devotes part of his story to the 
problems affecting the coloured people. He 
sums up the future Christian Churches in 


Africa thus:— 

The only hope’ for Christianity in Africa is for 
missionaries of every kind to pall together and, 
quite apart from the purely. religious. standpoint, 
it is essential that hey should do só. There is a 
political side to it all; for an entirély Mahom- 
medan Africa would give a new and unplegsant 
twist to the Course of history, and not least of the 

od done by missionaries is that, in. spite of 
jickerings and sectional qaarrels, they have to some 
extent held back the rising tide of Islam. 


This book will, as the author hopes in 
his foreword, help to while away an idle 
hour, and an education in natural science 
is not needed to enjoy it.

Miss L. E. Elliott’s latest volume is a 
very interesting and comprehensive account 
of the Argentine Republic—its people and. 
history, .‘pampas, wheat country, . cattle 
country, industry and railway system, and 
its beautiful capital. city. The great 
plains of the Argentine form the most 
enormous storehouse of solid food the 
world has ever seen; for each inhabitant 
the country produces a ton of cereals a 
year and over two head of cattle. This 
development is not due to chance or good 
luck, but to the grit and imagination of 
the early pioneers, especially the Scots 
from the Falkland Islands, who first took 
sheep from the Pampa Central and drove 
them to Santa Cruz, the journey taking 
two years. 

Buenos Ayres is one of the hardest-work- 
ing cities in the American Continent, and, 
contrary to popular opinion, has no night- 

ife. All-night casinos are ..prohibited Sy 
the. municipality, and .‘‘the rich young 
man who wants a life of gaiety only takes 
a ticket to Paris.” Strangely enough, the 
cost of living in Buenos Ayres is high, 
arid the products of the country are very 
dear. Miss Elliott was chiefly strack in 
the capital by “ the exhilarating sense of 
incessant advance. '' | 

‘Tt was the extraordinary luck cf 
modern commercial Argentina,’’ she says, 
“to remain untouched and practically un- 
occupied until the very moment when 
transport and industrial implements. had 
been mechanized, when the world was full 
of hungry ple with money in their 
pockets.'

“Just at daybreak the skipper said that 
‘the ship is sinking fast. We had better get 
into the boat.” We were then two or three 
miles off the Island of Inishturk, and at the 
same time the wireless operator sent out his 
last S.0.8. to say that we were abandoning 
the ship, whick was sinking fast. 

“ At 7.15 a.m., coming daylight, we: took 
to the boat. It is only fourteen feet long, 
and could barely hold the twelve men. o 
man was allowed to bring anything with him 
for_ fear of overloading the boat, not even 
food and water. We al! had our lifebelte on. 


ONLY TWO OARS. 

‘All the gear of the boat had been lost 
except two oars. We pulled away from the 
ship, and about forty-five minutes afterwards 
we saw the Tenby Castle go down head first. 


The weather was very bad and squally. and 
heavy seas were running. The skipper took 
the helm, and remained at it all the time. 
Every.man took a turn at the oars. 

“* We could see the north-east end of Inish- 
turk Island—we did not know its name then— 
a “a of miles away, and we pulled towards 
it. It was strenuous labour, trying to work 
a large boat full of men with only two oars 
in the weather obtaining. It was a terrible 
battle with the ‘sea, aaa we expected every 
moment to be overturned. 

““ As we neared the island we could see no 
signs of life, and began to circle around its 
northern end looking for a place to land. 


CANOE TO THE RESCUE. 
"“ At 9.30 a.m. we rounded the corner and 
saw with joy a number of houses near the 
shore. Evidently we had been noticed, for 
soon after a small canoe rowed by three men 
pulling two oars apiece, put out from a tiny 
little harbour and came towards us. 
“We had rowed altogether about nine 
miles, and every man was exhausted, and 
when the little canoe offered to tow us in we 
gladly accepted. 


HOSPITABLE ISLANDERS. 


“ When we got ashore the people welcomed 
us, and hospitably gave us hot food and 
helped us to dry our clothes. There were 
only twenty poor families on the island, and 
x 4 put us up in their wt ti and fed us 
with potatoes and salted mackerel—the only 
food they had. It was wonderful the way 
they did things for us. Most of the islanders 
could speak English. Our wireless operator, 
McGuire, being a Scotsman, could speak 
Gaelic, and was able to converse with the 
others in that language. 

“I think it is a terrible privation on these 
poor folks to be absolutely cut. off from the

CUT OFF FROM THE MAINLAND.

CAPTAIN’S: ACCOUNT OF THE 
WRECK. 


The captain of the Spanish steamer Cirile 
Amores, which went on the rocks off the 
Waterfdrd coast last week, has told how 
his vessel was wrecked. He, like the other 
members of the crew, is a Spaniard, and the 
only one of the thirty-four men whe has any 
knowledge of the English g iss S He and 
his men are still staying at Str ring € 

Captain Haerrera stated that his ship was 
laden with a cargo of 1,600 tons of oranges, 
fruit and wine, and sailed from Barcelona for 
Liverpool. On Thursday last week they left 
Vigo, and, encountering a raging sea, they 
sighted the Irish coast. ~ When about five 
miles from land the rudder broke and he 
found his ship helpless. He sent out 8.0.8. 
signals, lighted up flares, and being at the 
mercy of the waves he found himself drifting 
on to the coast. The wind was then blowing 
a gale from south-west, and about 11 o'clock, 
in piteh darkness, the steamer got a bum 
which shivered her from stem to stern. A 
hands got up and they found themselves 
knocking about on the rocks and being driven 
farther in-shore. 

They kept the signals going and blew the 
siren continually, and it was close on morn- 
ing when a man passing saw the fate of the 
vessel, and he immediately called on the 
Civie Guards of Stradbally, who came wita 
all speed to the rescue. Under the direction 
of t Keane, a line was got from the 
vessel, and a stout cable was drawn on to 
the overhanging cliff. A “chair” was fitted 
up and the men all taken ashore without 
injury. . ' :

One of the most effective 
methods of bringing about this desirable end 
is to increase the flow of tourists into the 
country, and by doing so every interest, even 
every individual, will be advantaged.

Sugar is being sold at cost 
or under cost all over the country. - All that 
this Commission has to do is to ask to see the 
last few balance sheets in any firm of repre- 
sentative grocers. This will be a ready index 
to prove “ profiteering ” or otherwise. : 

As regards clothes and other sundry things 
of life, the Irish people under the old, happy 
régime had bargains submitted io them 
daily by English firms which were delivered 
to them within forty-eight hours, free of all 
duty or the “‘ Walsh sixpence.’’ . This charge 
alone has increased the cost of diving to the 
peuple of Ireland, and this, of course, is a 
Government imposition: Yet this same 
Government—the irony of it—sets up a Com- 
mission to find out why the cost of living is 
so high. . 

We had a responsible Minister stating last 
week that they were considering the ad- 
visability of imposing a tax on American 
bacon—to protect the Irish farmer, forsooth !

It does not much matter if the boo of a 
musical comedy is feeble, provided there is 
plenty of humour, but this is just what 
“ Wildflower’ lacks. Mr. Mark Daly, who 
can be as funny as any comedian we have, 
never gets a chance—his material is 
wretched. Mr. Thomas Weguelin also has no 
opportunity of proving how humorous he can 
be, neither has clever Miss Julie Hartley 
Milburn. 

There are, however, some charming songs 
and duets admirably sung by Miss Kitty 
Reidy—an Australian discovery—and Mr. 
Worster. Miss Reidy has a sweet, clear 
voice and considerable histrionic ability. Mr. 
Howett Worster, who possesses a pleasant 
baritone voice, which he uses effectively, was 
a likeable hero. A couple of delightful 
dances were given by Mr. Westley Pierce and 
Miss Hazel Harris. 

To sum up, ‘* Wildflower * is no better 
and no worse than dozens of other musical 
comedies that have enjoyed long runs 
in London.

DEBUSSY AND HIS 
PRECURSORS.

MISS GRACE O’BRIEN’S 
LECTURE RECITAL. 


The third and final lecture recital by Miss 
Grace O’Brien, Diplomée of Munich Con- 
servatoire, was given last night in the 
Engineers’ Hall, Dublin. 

In her earlier lectures, Miss O’Brien spoke 
on Beethoven and Chopin. Last night she 
took for her subject: ' Debussy, the Impres- 
sionist, and his Precursors in the French 
World of Music.” It seemed a far cry from 
Couperin, the 18th Cent Clavecinist, in 
powdered wig and silk stockings, playing his 
dainty music in the courtly atmosphere of 
Versailles, to the 20th Century Debussy—the 
ultra modern impressionist ; and yet the new 
French school, of which bussy was the 

reatest representative, claimed artistic 

escent from the Clavecinists, Couperin and 
Rameau. They set aside the composers 
the intervening century and a half as being 
um-French, because their works showed the 
influence of Italian and German masters. 

For over a century since the death of 
Rameau the music produced in France bore 
definite marks of Italian and German in- 
fluence, but towards the end of the last 
century a group of French composers broke 
away deliberately from the traditional mode 
of expression..» Following the path already 
taken by literature and painting, they looked 
to French national tradition—to the old 
Clavecinists, who had truly given expression 
to the French mentality of their day. This 
led to a revival of the works of these old 
masters. 

Miss O’Brien briefly described the 
mechanism and use of the clavecin, or harp- 
sichord. One of the favourite types of com- 
position was the Suite—a mere series of dance 
tunes. Couperin’s short pieces were usually 
rondeaux, which imitated songs. Brahms 
hailed Couperin as the teacher of Scarlatti, 
Handel and Bach. Miss O’Brien played two 
pieces by Couperin: “ The Bavolet Flottant ” 
and the “ Reveille Matin,”’ in which she de- 
monstrated very clearly the contrapuntal 
character of the compositions. 

Jean Phillipe Rameau, who lived from 1683 
to 1764, was considered a great revolutionary 
—the Wagner of his day; but in spite of 
sarcasm and every kind of opposition, his 
operas triumphed in the end over the Italian 
MR 8 age omg was the pioneer of harmony. 

a fixed the modern system of major and 
minor scales, and was responsible for the 
manner of tuning pianos and organs in use 
to-day.

Claude Debussy, the lecturer went on, was 
born at St. Germain, near Paris, in 1862, and 
from an early age his talents destined him for 
the musical world. He became a pupil of the 
Conservatoire at the age of 12. On a visit to 
Moscow, when he was 20 years of age, he 
was attracted by the freedom and strange 
hagmonies of Russian folk music. When 
Debussy returned to Paris, after his stay in 
Rome, in 1888, the Romanticists were battlin 
with the Symbolists and Impressionists, ane 
the young musician was drawn into the new 
movement. Already his compositions, 
‘* Printemps,” and a symphonic suite, 
‘* Blessed Damozel,’* had been censured as 
‘unduly modern " by a committee, among 
whom were Gounod, Massenet and Saint- 
Saéns. His next works were songs—settings 
of poems by writers of the new school, in 
which he rendered admirably their 
atmosphere of mingled realism and mystery. 
Debussy had revolutionised musical expres- 
sion, and gradually the public came to under- 
stand and appreciate his work, till to-day, he 
was recognised as one of the most remark- 
able figures in music. 

Miss O’Brien played a number of Preludes 
—the fines: of Debussy’s works, including: 
“ Danseuses de Delphes,”’ “' Fille aux 
Cheveux de Lin,” and “ The Sea “er 
aig eel and “What the West ind
